that kind of gentlemen to settle ian the coun- 
try. 

Mr. Beaven said that the hon. member for 
Victoria District was not correct in his 
statement; he had never bought any land 
from any military settler who Lai left the 
country; Le bad not even bought any land 
at 80 cents an acre. 

Mr. Armstrong's amendment was carried— 
8 to 5. 

The Attorney. General moved that the 
words ‘three years” be inserted instead of 
five years. Carried. 

Mr. Armstrong moved an amendment that 
160 acres of land be granted on this side of 
the Cascade Mountains to each Naval and 
Military settler, and 320 acres on the other 
side. 

The amendment was lost—8 to 6. 

The Couimittee rose and reported the 
Bill complete. with amendments ; the report 
to be received to-morrow. 

The House then adjourned until to-morrow 
(to-day), at 2 o'clock, p. m.
